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LVE RW natural ſcience owes its birth 
and _original diſcovery, either to the 
ſenſes or to experience, which laſt is three- 
fold, viz. intellectual, fenfible, and mixt or 
rational, acquired not only by ſenſe, nor 
alone by reaſon, but by the concurrence of 
both. Now, ſince Aſtrology is a natural 
ſcience, and ordained for practice, in like 


manner as the art of Phyſic; therefore, as the 


one is, ſo the other ought to be, founded 
upon experiments : And whoever would de- 
liver the doctrine of Aſtrology ſcientifically 

(faith 


vi A DEFENCE 
(faith the learned Morinus) muſt heedfully 
obſerve what rational experience affords con- 
cerning it. For as the ſcience of Aſtronomy 
ſprings from the apparency of the planets' 
motion, beheld from the earth in the hea- 
vens, ſo Aſtrology is built on the effects and 


influences of the ſame bodies, obſerved from 
the nativities of perſons born here below; 


and if any ſhould deny the ſituations of the 


ſtars and their places, as they are ſet down 


in the tables of our ſkilful aſtronomers, muſt 
be ſent to thoſe inſtruments whereby their 


places are meaſured for ſatisfaction; ſo he 
that ſhall deny the principles of Aſtrology, 
is to be referred to the radical figures of na- 


tives, and their lives and actions correſpond- 


ing thereunto, for his conviction. For, as 
ſenſe and experience inform us, the at- 


tractive virtue of the loadſtone on iron, and 
that the ſun doth affect One thing when in 


Aries, another in Taurus, &c. is a truth, 


and that ſuch effects were the means of our 


diſcovering ſuch hidden virtues; therefore 
we ought to eſteem them as the firſt grounds 
of teaching and learning Aſtrology, The 
influences of the ſtars and planets teach us 
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how to judge of the natural effects of herbs, 
plants, drugs, &c. and the chief inci ents 


that will happen to a native in the courſe of 


his life. Let the moſt malicious againſt 


Aftrology ſay, if the ſtudy of the ſtars be 


unlawful, or any ways derogating from the 


: Chriſtian Religion ; for what reaſon may not 


a man as fafely ſtudy the natural influences 
and motion of the ſtars, without offence to 
the Almighty, as the uſe of herbs, &c. or 


the cure of diſeaſes, which were at firſt 
found out by the influence of the heavenly 
bodies. If it be a fin to ſtudy and know 
Nature, there is no ſtudy lawful; and if not, 


Aſtrology muſt then not only be admitted 
lawful, but the moſt 'beneficial of all ſtudies, 
Amongſt the famous Egyptians, it was not 
lawful for any man to take the duties of a 
prieſt, except he were an aſtrologer ; neither 
could any be choſen king, except he were of

kx Peolemaic ſyſtem ſuppoſed the 


1 carth to be in the center of the 
univerſe; next the orb of the moon, next 


that the orb of Mercury, then that of 
Venus, then that of the Sun; and above 
the ſun's orb, thoſe of Mars, Jupiter, 
and Saturn; and above them all, the 
firmament, or orb of the fixed ſtars; then 


the chryſtalline orbs; and laſtly the cœlum

emyreum, or heaven of heavens: All 
theſe maſſy orbs and vaſt bodies, borne by 
them, are in this ſyſtem ſuppoſed to move 
round the terraqueous globe once in 24 hours, 
and, beſides that, in ſome other certain pe- 
riodical times; for the effecting of which 
motions, they were forced to contrive ſuch 
circles as they called eccentrics and epicy- 
cles, croſſing and interfering with one ano- 
— „ 
The Ptolemaic ſyſtem is univerſally main- 
tained by the Peripatetic philoſophers; but 
has long ſince been rejected as a mixture of 
errors and abſurdities.

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Of the Cor ERNICAN SYSTEM. 


53 IS ſyſtem was revived (as is well 
known) by Copernicus, a canon of 1 
Thorn, about the beginning of the fifteenth ity 
century, and was followed therein by many 4 
conſiderable men, as Kepler, Zchickard, Gaſ- 
ſendus, Galilaeo, and others; the laſt of ( 
whom (by the ill-will and inſtigation of 1 
Pope Urban VIII. as it is ſuppoſed) had the | 
. misfortune to fall under the cenſure of, and 0 
to have his Copernican tenets condemned by, 
the Inquiſition, and was forced to ba 5 
th em. 1 
According to this 8 the ſun is s ſup- . 0 
poſed to be in the center, and the heavens | 
and earth to revolve round about him, ac- 5 
cording to their ſeveral periods. Firſt Mer 
cury, in near 88 days; then Venus, ſome- 
what above 224 days; then the Earth, with 
its ſatellite the Moon, in 369 4 days; then | 
Mars, i in about 687 days; ; then Jupiter, with . _ 
his four Moons, in about 4333 days; and, 
og.

laſtly, Saturn, in ſomewhat more than 107 59 


days, with his five or more Moons revolving 


about him; and beyond, or above all theſe, 
is the firmament, or region of fixt ſtars, which 


are all ſuppoſed to be at equal diſtances from 


their center the ſun, This is the Copernican 
ſyſtem, and fo far as this ſyſtem relates to | 


the motion of the earth, and the ſun reſting 

in the center, I prefer it to the Ptolemaic 

hypotheſis, on the five following accounts. 
1. Becauſe it is far more agrecable to na- 


ture, which never goes a round-about way, 
but always acts by the moſt compendious, 


eaſy and ſimple methods; and in the Coper- 


nican ſyſtem, that is performed by one or a 


few eaſy revolutions, which, in the other 


way, is made the work of the whole hea- 
vens, and of many ſtrange and unnatural 


orbs. Thus the diurnal motion is accounted 


for by one revolution of the earth, which 
the whole heavens are called in for in the 


other way. So for the periodical motions of 
the planets, their ſtations, retrogradations, 
and direct motions, they are all accounted © 


for by one ſingle motion round the ſun, for 


: which, in the Ptolemaic way, they are forced 


to

to invent divers ſtrange, unnatural, interfer- 
ing eccentrics and epicycles; an nypotheſis 
ſo bungling and monſtrous! 

2. As the Copernican is far more eaſy 
and agreeable to nature than the Ptolemaic 
ſyſtem, ſo it is far more complete, and an- 
ſwerable to the various phenomena of the 
planets ; ſeveral of which the Ptolemaic hy- 
potheſis either very aukwardly ſolves, or 
doth not come up to. I might inſtance here 
in divers particulars relating to Venus and. 


Mercury; as, why the earth is never be- 
tween them and the ſun, which the Ptole- 
maic ſyſtem gives no tolerable account of; 


and but poor accounts of other of their phæ- 


nomena, as alſo thoſe of the moon and other 
planets. I might here ſhew alſo, how in- 


coherent and improper the motions aſſigned 


to the heavenly bodies are in the Ptolemaic 


way; as, that the Moon ſhould move round 


once in a month; the other planets in ſuch 


and ſuch periods as are aſſigned to them; 


the firmament, or fixt ſtars, in 25 or 26000 


years; the ſphere beyond that in 1700 years, 
and the tenth ſphere in 3400 years; and the 


outermoſt of all, the Primum Mobile, which 


moves

moves all the reſt in only twenty-four hours, 


which are motions ſo unproportional and 
difagreeable, that are ſufficient to ſubvert 
the whole hypotheſis; but it would be end- 


| Teſs to enter into a detail of ſuch incohe- 


rences and improprieties, as the Ptolemaic 
ſyſtem abounds with. 


3. The prodigious and inconceivable: ra- 
pidity, aſſigned by the Ptolemaics to the 


heavens, is, by the Copernican ſcheme, 


| taken off, and a far more eaſy and tolerable 
motion ſubſtituted in its room : For is it not 
a far more eaſy motion for the earth to re- 


volve round its own axis in 24 hours, than 


for ſo great a number of far more maſly and 
far diſtant globes, to revolve round the earth 
in the ſame ſpace of time? If the main- 
tainers of the Ptolemaic ſyſtem do object 
againſt the motion of the earth, that it 
would make us dizzy, and ſhatter our globe 
to pieces; what a precipitant, how terrible 


a rapidity muſt that of the heavens be! 


What a velocity muſt the ſun have to 
run its courſe, at the diſtance of 21 or 22 
ſemidiameters of the earth! What a velocity 
muſt that of the fixt ſtars, eſpecillly that of 


the

the Primum Mobile be, at far greater dif- 
tances than the ſun is! 1 

4. It is an inconteſtible argument of the 


Lan being the center of the planets about 


him, and not the earth, that their motions 
and diſtances reſpe& the ſun and not the 
earth. For, with regard to the ſun, the 


primary planets have a very due motion, in 


proportion to their ſeveral diſtances; that is, 


their motions round the ſun are in ſequipli- 


cate proportion to their diſtances from him 
but this proportion doth not hold at all with 


relation to the earth. But as for the ſecond- 


ary planets round Saturn, Jupiter, and the 
Earth, it is very certain that they have the 


. ſame reſpect to their primaries, as theſe pri- 
maries have to the ſun; that is, ** the ſquare 
of their revolutions is as the cubes of their 


« diſtances.” And as it is very certain and 


- viſible, that the ſecondary planets reſpect 
their primaries as their centers, and move 
round them; ſo it is, in ſome meaſure (one 


would think) no leſs certain, and beyond 


doubt, that all the primary planets, which 
have the ſelf-ſame reſpect to and motion 


with regard t to the ſun as thoſe {econdaries 
— . 


| have

have to their primaries; that thoſe prima- 
Ties, I ſay, do move round him as their cen- 
ter, and not about the earth, to whom they 


have no ſuch reſpect. 
5. The laſt argument I ſhall alledge for 


my prefer rence of the Copernican to the Pto- 


lemaic Syſtem, is from the great parity and 


congruity obſervable among all the works ot 


the creation, which have a manifeſt harmony 


and great agreement with one another. 
Thus, in our preſent caſe, it is manifeſt 
to our fight, that every globe we have any 
good views of, hath ſuch like motions as 
thoſe are which we aſcribe to the earth; the 


1un indeed being in the center, 1s, as it were, 
fixed there, and hath no periodical motion ; 


but then the other motion, round its own 
axis, we can fairly diſcern. 


And as for all the planets that n move round 


about that ſun, they have, as far as it is 


poſſible, for us to ſee them, ſuch motions 
as theſe we aſcribe to the earth; namely, a 
diurnal rotation round their own axis, and a 
periodical revolution round the ſun; and if 


this be manifeſt in the other planets, what 
ſhould hinder its being fo in our own? Why 
not

not be ſuppoſed to move as well as the reſt, 
when it is very certain that either it hath 
thoſe, or the heavens have ſor And it is far 


more natural and eaſy for the earth to per- 


form them than for the heavens, as hath 


been already ſhewn. 


Thus, having obſerved how far more pro- 


bable the Copernican ſyſtem is than the Pto- 
lemaic, fo far as it relates to the motions of 


the heavens and carth, and the ſun being in 
the center; it remains, before I conclude, 


to anſwer ſome. objections alledged againſt 


this ſyſtem from ſcripture, in anſwer to the 


chief texts of ſcripture, which ſeem to lie 


againſt the Copernicans. = may be ſaid, in 
general, to them all, that, ſince the deſign 


of the holy writings is not to inſtruct men 


in philoſophical but divine matters, there- 
fore it is not neceſſary to reſtrain the ſenſe 
of thoſe texts to the ſtrict propriety of the 
words, but take them to he ſpoken accord- 


ing to the appearance of things, and the 
vulgar notions and opinions which men have 


of them, not according to their m_ or 


$ | PE Thus 
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Thus, in divers other inſtances, the holy | 
ſcriptures ſpeak, and thus even philoſophers 
themſelves ſpeak ; yea the Copernicans 
themſelves, although they profeſſedly own 
and defend the contrary, yet in vulgar 
ſpeaking, in our preſent caſe, fay the 
ſun riſeth, ſetteth, and moveth; and ſo 
make that to be the act of the ſun in vul- 
| gar diſcourſe, which they contend to be 
in reality performed by the earth; and if 
philoſophers and others ſhould not thus 
expreſs themſelves according to the appear- 
ance of things, and men's vulgar apprehen- 
ſions of them, it would need a comment; 
and they muſt explain themſelves every 
time they ſpeak, in order to their being 
| underſtood. 
Thus it appears, that- all thoſe feveral 
texts, which aſſert the ſtability of the world 

or earth, prove nothing againſt the earth's 
motion in a philoſophical ſenſe, only ex- 
preſs ſome moral theological truths: — 8 
As the chief aſtronomers and aſtrologers 


of this age approve of the Copernican 


Syſtem, 
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ſyſtem, I ſhall treat no more on it; but 
begin with the circles of the heavens, 
which are very neceſſary to be known,

The CircLEs of the SpuERE, &c. 


HE equinoctial line is 2 circle which 
we imagine to invert the whole 
world; and is ſo called, becauſe, whenever 

the ſun, in his progreſs through the eclip- 

tie, comes to this circle, it makes equal 
days and nights all round the globe; as he 
then riſes due eaſt, and ſets due weſt, 
which he never does at any other time of 
the year. This equinoctial line is con- 
ceived to be 360 degrees in its whole cir- 

cumference; each degree is divided into 60 

minutes, and again into ſeconds. The 
meridian circle conſiſts alſo of 360 degrees, 
extending from one polar point to the 

other, and twice cutting the equinoctial line, 
compaſſing the whole world from north to 
ſouth, as the equinoctial does from eaſt to 
weſt; and terminates at the ſame point 
where it began. The equinoctial line is 
fixed and immoveable, ſo of courſe is al- 
ways conſidered to be in one and the ſame | 


place ; 
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place; but the meridian is mutable, and 
may circle the world in any or all degrees 
of the equator, which muſt, however, divide 
the ſphere into two equal parts, which are 
called hemiſpheres. T he polar points are 
thoſe two points in the immenſe ball of the 
world which are equi-diftant from the equi- 
noctial line, the one in the utmoſt northern, 
the other in the utmoſt ſouthern points. 
The ſun, in his annual progreſs from weſt 
to eaſt, does not keep the equincctial line; 
but declines from it one part of the year to 
the north, and another part of the year to 
the ſouth. The planets alſo obſerve the 
ſame order in their progreſs, except that Sol 
always keeps the ſame conſtant track; and the 
planets often vary in their declination from 
the equinoctial line. Another great circle 
called the zodiac, which is likewiſe di- 
vided into 360 degrees; but this circle, be- 
ing the chief place of the planets, and 
comprehending ſo much of the heavens as 
the ſun and planets ſwerve in their declina- 
tions, is conceived. to be twenty degrees 
broad, and is confined to this ſpace, becaule 
none of the planets ever reach beyond ten 
degrees 
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degrees north, or ten degrees ſouth, from 


the equinoctial line; and the ſun's path in 
the zodiac is called the ecliptic line, be- 
cauſe the eclipſes only happen when Luna 


is in this line. The ancient aſtronomers 
have, in different ways, divided the 12 


houſes; but we will leave the variety of 


their opinions, and follow that famous 
author Regimontanus, who divides the 
houſes by four circles, which ſhall paſs 
by interſecting aſunder the meridian and 
horizon, and dividing the. heaven into 12 


unequal parts, which are called houſes : Firſt, 


the whole ſphere of heaven 1s. divided into 


4 parts, by the meridian and horizon, the 
beginning of which parts are called the 


angles or chief points of the heaven; by 
theſe chief points are underſtood the 4 
degrees of the ecliptic line, which touch 


the meridian as well at mid- -day as at mid- 
night; and the horizon as well at the riſing 


as ſetting. Theſe principal degrees are the 


cuſps or beginning of the 1, 4, 7, and 10 


houſes ; the other houſes are at all times to 
be found by the four aforeſaid circles, 


which, by two diviſions, do paſs through 
the 


* 
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”> the meridian and horizon. The diſtance of 
all which houſes are equal in the quarter, 
the beginning of them being taken from 
thoſe circles; the firſt houſe beginning with 
the eaſt or riſing horizon, and ending ac- 
= cording to the order of the ſigns with the 
bi ſucceeding circle where the ſecond houſe 
1 begins; and ſo going on forward by 
the innum cœli unto the deſcendant; and 
thence by the medium cali to the aſcen- 
dant. Amongſt theſe, four of them are 
called angles, the four next ſucceeding, and 1 
the laſt four cadent. 8 ö 
The horizon divideth the wks oh into 
two half ſpheres, diſtinguiſhipg the 12 
parts or houſes, viz. fix above the earth, as 
the 12; 11, 10, 9, „ and ſix under the 
'rarth, as the 1, 2, 3. 4. 5. and 65 
The meridian divideth the heaven into 
two halves, aſcending or oriental, as the 
10; 11,18; „ 3; deſcending and occi- 
dental, as the 4; „ 6 , 8, 03 alſo the 
horizon and meridian divide the heavens 
into four equal parts or quarters. | 
The firſt quarter is taken from the cuſp: 
ot beginning of the aſcendant, unto the 


cuſp . 
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cuſp of the 1oth houſe, and is called the 
quarter oriental aſcending, attributed to 


childhood, maſculine, ſanguine. Spring. 
Contains the 12, 11, and 1oth houſes. 


The ſecond quarter 1s between the cuſps 
of the 10 and 7th houſe, and is called the 


meridian quarter deſcending. Youth, femi- 


nine, cholerick, Summer, It poſſeſſes 


the 9, 8, and 7th houſes. 


The third quarter, from the 5th to the 


cuſp of the 4th, is called occidental de- 
ſcending.

The: fourth quarter is from the caſo of 
the fourth, unto the point of the horoſcope 


or horizon; is called the ſeptentrion, all | 
quarters aſcending.

3, 2, and 1ſt. houſe. The figns conſiſt of 
30 degrees each; and, being all divided into 
four equal parts, determine the four ſeaſons 


of the year, When Sol enters the ſign s, 
he is in his oreateſt north declination ; and 


at that time is diſtant from the equinoctial 


line 23 degrees to the north, which occar 


ſions 
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ſions another circle to be deſcribed, called 
the tropic of =; the centre of which, being 
the north ole, it comprehends as much of 
the extremity of the round world as falls 
under the 234 degrees from the equator to 
the northward; and when the ſun enters 
the ſign , he is in his utmoſt ſouth decli- 
nation, and occaſions another circle called 
the tropic of A; as many degrees from the 
equator to the ſouth, as the other tropic is 
to the north. At the diſtance of 45 degrees 
from each of theſe tropics, two other circles 
are imagined, called the artic, and ant-ar- 
tic cireles ; which, being little more than 20 
degrees diſtant from each pole, do likewiſe 
_ encircle ſome ſmall portion of the extremi- 
ties of the world. The inferior circles, 
called parallels, run from eaſt to weſt, and 
ſerve to divide the heavens in ſeveral ſpaces 
between the greater circles. 

It would be quite unneceſſary for me to 
explain any more of the ſituations of the 
circles, &c. or even how to place the 
| planets in the horoſcope, as I am convinced 
every induſtrious ſtudent is thoroughly ac-

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See Plate. The exterior parts of this machine 
are a compages of braſs rings, which repreſent 


the principal circles of the heavens, viz. 
1. The equinoctial, A A, which is di-

ſhewing the Sun's R A in degrees, and alſo 
in 8. hours, for ſhewing his R A in time.

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move in an orbit, which croſſes the ecliptic 
at an angle of 54 degrees in two oppoſite 
points, called the moon's nodes ; and alſo for 
ſhifting theſe points backward in the ecliptic, 
as the Moons nodes ſhift in the heaven. 
Within theſe circular rings is a ſmall ter- 
reſtrial globe, I, fixed in an axis K K, which 
extends from the North and South poles of 
the globe at n and s, to thoſe of the 
celeſtial ſphere at North and South; on 
this axis is fixed the flat celeſtial meridian 
LL, which may be ſet directly over the me- 
ridian of any place on the globe, and then 
turned round with the globe, ſo as to keep 
over the ſame meridian upon it. This flat 
meridian is graduated the ſame way as the 
braſs meridian of a common globe, and its uſe 
is much the ſame; to this globe is fitted the 
moveable horizon M M, ſo as to turn upon 

two ſtrong wires, proceeding ftom its Eaſt and 
Weſt points to the globe, and centering the 
globe at oppoſite points of its equator, which 
is a moveable braſs-ring let into the globe 
in a groove all round its equator : The globe 
may be turned by hand within this ring, fo 
as to place any given meridian upon it di- 
N realy 
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realy under the celeſtial meridian, L L. The 
Horizon is divided into 360 degrees all round 


its outermoſt edge, within which are the 


points of the compaſs for ſhewing the ampli- 


tude of the Sun and Moon, both in degrees 
and points ; the celeſtial meridian, L L, paſ- 


fes through two notches in the North and 
South points of the horizon, as in a common 
globe ; but here, if the glove be turned round, 
the horizon aud meridian turn with it. At 


the South pole of the ſphere is a circle of 24 


Hours, fixed to the rings; and on the axis is 


an index, which goes round that circle, if 


the globe be turned round its axis. 


The whole fabric is ſupported on a pede- 
ſtal, N, and may be elevated or depreſſed up- 


on the joint of O, to any number of degrees, 
from o to 90, by means of the arc P, which 
is fixed in the ſtrong braſs arm Q, and ſlides 
in the upright piece R, in which is a ſcrew 


at R, to fix it at any proper elevation. 

In the box T are two wheels (as in Dr. 
Long's ſphere) and two pinions, whoſe axis 
come out at V and U, either of which may 


be turned by the ſmall winch W. When the

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winch is put upon the axis V, and turned 
backward, the terreſtrial globe, with its ho- 
rizon and celeſtial meridian, keep at reſt, and 
the whole ſphere of circles turn round from 
| Eaſt, by South, to Weſt, carrying the Sun, 
I and the Moon, Z, round the ſame way, 
and cauſing them to riſe above and ſet below 
the horizon; but when the winch is put up- 
on the axis U, and turned for ward, the ſphere 
with the Sun and Moon keep at reſt, and

bring the ſame points of the horizon to the 
Sun and Moon, to which theſe bodies came

the motion be in the earth or in the heaven ; 
if the earthly globe be turned, the hour-in- 
dex goes round its hour-circle ; but if the 
ſphere be turned, the hour-circle goes round 
below the index: And ſo by this conſtruction 
the machine is equally fitted to ſhew either 
2 Þ | the 
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the real motion of the earth, or the apparent 
motion of the heaven. 

To rectify the ſphere for uſe, firſt flacken 
the ſcrew, R, in the upright item, R, and 
taking hold of the arm, Qs, move it up and 
_ down until the given degree of latitude of 
any place be at the fide of the ſtem, R, and 
then the axis of the ſphere will be properly 
| elevated, ſo as to ſtand parallel to the axis 
of the world, if the machine be ſet North 
and South, by a ſmall compaſs; this done, 
count the latitude from the North pole upon 
the cel:(tial meridian, LL, down towards 
the North notch of the horizon, and ſet the 
horizon to that latitude, then turn the nut, 
b, until the Sun, V, comes to the given day 
of the year in the ecliptic, and the Sun will 
be at its proper place for that day. Find the 
place of the Moon's aſcending node, and alſo 
the place of the Moon, by an ephemeris, and 
ſet them right accordingly. Laſtly, turn the 
winch, W, until either the Sun comes to 
the meridian, L L, or until the meridian 
comes to the Sun (according as you want the 
ſphere or earth to. move) and ſet the hour in-

dex to the 12th, marked noon, and the 
whole machine will be rectified. Then turn 
the winch, and obſerve when the Sun or 
Moon rife and ſet in the horizon, and the 
hour-index will ſhew the times thereof for the 
given day 1 

Thoſe who underſtand the uſe of the globe 
will be at no Joſs to work many other pro- 
blems by this ſphere, ſo it is needleſs to en- 
large any further upon it. 
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
